INFLAMMATORY FEVER, 


I the Return of the Troops from the 
Winter Expedition into the Country of 
Heſſe, in the Year 1761, we had ſeveral Men 
ſeized with Inflammatory Fevets without any 
topical Inflammation ; and at the Opening of 
each Campaign had always Numbers ſent to 
the Hoſpitals ill of this Diſorder. Towards 
the End of the Campaigns, and throughout the 
Winter, many were ſeized with Inflammatory 
Fevers; but theſe were moſtly complicated, 
with pleuritic, or peripneumonic Symptoms, or 
other topical Inflammations, or with rheumatic 
Complaints. N 8 | 

In the Inflammatory Peres the Sick were 
ſeized at firſt with cold and hot Fits, ſucceeded 
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by Pain in the Head and all over the Body. 

The Pulſe was ſtrong and quick, and the Blood 
ſiey; attended with other Appearances com- 
monly obſerved in ſuch Fevers. 

As the Summer advanced, this Fever was 
often accompanied with bilious Symptoms, 
with Sickneſs, and vomiting of bilious Matter, 
and very frequently with a Purging: Towards 
the End of Summer it ceaſed, and was ſuc- 
ceeded by the bilious remittent Fever.—And 
it was no uncommon Thing to ſee thoſe Fe- 
vers, which originally were enticely of an in- 
flammatory Nature, after the Sick had been 
ſome Days in a crowded Hoſpital, partake a 
good deal of the Nature of the Malignant Fe- 
ver, or be changed entirely into it. 

We treated theſe Fevers in the common 
antiphlogiſtic Method. We blooded freely 
in the Beginning; gave the ſaline Draughts 

with Nitre and other cooling Medicines ; and 
made the Patients drink plentifully of ſmall | 
Liquors :—And when they were inclined to 
be coſtive, gave mild Purges; or emollient 
W We afterwards applied Bliſ- 


ters; 
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ters; and if the pulſe began to 3 gde 
Cordials, Wine, and other Remedies com- 
monly employed in ſuch Caſes ;—and towards 
the Decline of the Fever endeavoured) to pro- 

mote ſuch Evacuations as were pointed out by 
Nature, and likely to prove critical. 
When the Caſe was complicated with bili- 


ous Symptoms in the Blyinning, we were ob- 
liged to have particular Regard to the firſt Paſ- 
ſages. If the Patient complained much of 
Sickneſs, we gave a gentle Vomit in the Even- 
ing, after bleeding; and a Purge next Day, to 

carry off any bilious or corrupted Humoursthat 
might be lodged in the Stomach or Inteſtines; 
and we found that theſe Evacuations gave Re-

If at any Time Giving the Fever a Looſe-

Change in their Diſorder.—On the 5th of Ja- 
mary, 1763, they both complained much of 
Thirſt, and were inclined to be coſtive; their 
Tongues were parched, their Pulſes quick and 
ſmall, and their Skins dry; they were reſtleſs 
at Nights, and the Soldier had a ſlight Deli- 
rium. I ordered each of them four Grains of

Next Day the Soldier told me, he had 
had four looſe Stools ; his Senſes were much

This Diſorder was much more dangerous 
and fatal than the Pleuriſy, eſpecially when 
neglected in the Beginning; for then Bleeding 
had ſeldom any Effect; the Difficulty of Breath- 
ing encreaſed, the Patient was ſeized with an 
Orthopnea, and ſuch an Anxiety and Senſe of 
Suffocation, that he could not ſleep ; and the 
Pulſe ſunk ; and in theſe Caſes Death only af- 
 forded Relief.

HE Remitting Autumnal Fever, called

ver of the Ne Indies, the Blood appears quite looſe and difſol- 
yed, without the leaſt Appearance of Size, even on the firſt 
Day; and the general Yellowneſs appears on the «third or 
fourth, with-Signs of a total Diflolution,: and gangrenous Dia- 
' theſis of the Blood: Whereas, in the Remitting Fever of Ja- 
maica, Mr. Najmith tells us, (See Dr. Lind's firſt Paper on Fe- 
vers), there 1s always an inflamwatory Diathefis of the Blood. 
The Yellowneſs in both depends on a Redundaney and Abſorp-
